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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Wagner U.S. Pat. No. 5,742845 discloses a data transaction system which 
communicate with a plurality of remote terminals to transfer information used to 
complete a transaction. The transaction may include special purpose devices such as 
automatic teller machines (ATMs), point of sale terminals, and credit card terminal. 
Wo009745796A1, Barcelou, David M. discloses an automated retail terminal in which a 
plurality of goods and/or services are provided in an integrated system. 
IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin TDB-ACC-NO: NN831 12704 discloses an automatic 
teller machine performance measurement. 

However, neither Wagner nor Barcelou and IBM Technical Disclosure Buletin singularly 

or in combination fail to anticipate or render obvious the recited feature. 

As per claim 1 " software executable in the computer, wherein the software includes a 

browser, wherein the software is operative to enable the computer to access an HTML 

document which correspond to the availability of the transaction function devices in the 

machine". 

As per claim 7 " wherein the computer is operative to communicate data representative 
of the device data to the server and wherein the server is operative responsive to 
receipt of the device data to deliver at least on HTML document to the browser for 
processing wherein the computer is operative responsive to the one HTML document to 
operate the output device". 
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As per claim 10 " accessing with a browser operating in a computer in an automated 
transaction machine, either the first or the second document wherein the first document 
is accessed when the machine includes the first transaction function device but not the 
second transaction function device, and wherein the second document is accessed 
when the machine includes both the first and the second transaction function devices". 

As per claim 19 " wherein a first document includes a first display reference, wherein the 
first display reference correspond to a first availability condition of the transaction 
function devices in an automated transaction machine, wherein a second document 
includes a second display reference, wherein the second display reference correspond 
to a second availability condition of transaction function devices in an automated 
transaction machine, accessing with the browser either the first or the second 
document, wherein the first document is accessed when the provided automated 
transaction machine corresponds to the first availability condition, and wherein the 
second document is accessed when the provided automated transaction machine 
corresponds to the second availability condition", providing a display to an output 
device, wherein the display corresponds to the document accessed".
